S.O, 863.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17, read with 
section 16, of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act 1952 (74 of 1952), the 
Central Government hereby declares that no person shall, save with the per¬ 
mission of the Central Government, enter into any forward contract for the sale 
or purchase of silver coins, which have ceased to be legal tender, and fixes under 
clause (a) of the said section 16, the rale prevailing at the time at which the 
forward market in such goods closed on the date of this notification, or, if there 
was no trading on that date, on the last preceding date of trading, as tli^ rate at 
which any such forward contract entered into on or before the date of this notifi¬ 
cation and remaining to be performed after the said date shall be deemed to be 
closed.

S.O. 864.—Whereas forward contracts for the sale or purchase of silver 
coins, which have ceased to be legal tender, have been prohibited under the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce No, 32(4)- 
Com,(Genl) (FMC)/65-I, dated the 12th March, 1965; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that in the interest 
of the trade and in the public interest it is expedient to regulate and control 
non-transferable specific delivery contracts in respect of the said silver coins; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of 
section 18 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), the 
Central Government hereby declares that the provisions of sub-section (1) and 
(2) of section 17 of the said Act shall apply to non-transferable specific delivery 
contracts, in respect of silver coins, which have ceased to be legal tender, in the 
whole of India,

1966, the Central Government hereby declares that no person shall, save with 
the permission of the Central Government, enter into any non-transferable 
specific delivery contracts, for the sale or purchase, of the said silver coins.
